Vatican ‘muddle’

Sir, The upgrading of diplomatic 
relations between London and the 
Holy See is gratifying in many 
ways but worrying in others. It 
highlights the muddles into 
which the Vatican can ger itself 
when trving to act as a “state” as 
well as being ıhe headquarters of 
a Church. 

It has been stressed that the 
new status of the former 
Apostolic Delegate in London 
involves unreserved Vatican 
recognilion (at long Jast) of 
British sovereignty in Northern 
Ireland even though ccclesiastical 
matters in that province will be 
dealt wirh on the Pope's behalf 
by the Pupal Nuncio in Dublin. 

The latter, however, is still the 
Holy See's representative to “the 
Governmem uf Ireland", which 
government claims sovereignty 
over al 32 counties of that 
country. The border, iu other 
words, remuins a matler nf 
international dispute, It is never- 
theless ù cardinal axiom of 
Vatican diplomacy 1o withhold 
diplomatic recorgnitionn fo any 
country whose bordérs have nut 
been internationally agreed and 
definitively xettled. This is given, 
für exanınle, as the reason for 
thu Vatican's refusul to extend 
diplomiuic recognition 10 the 
ا‎ of Israel.

Output in research

Sir, The following data, compar- 
ing the output of scientific 
research originating in France, 
Federal Germany, Britain and 
Japan in 1970 and 1980, will be of 
interest to those concerned about 
the future of British research. Ir 
is based on the cortent-analysis 
of 286 scientific periodicals by a 
French team. 

In 1970 Britain was far ahead 
of the other countries, with 
10 cent of the papers in 
م‎ E, 10.2 per cent in 
physics, 16.2 per cent in chemis- 
try, 10.4 per cent in the earth and 
cosmic sciences and 16 per cent 
in the biological sciences. aly 
German mathematics and Frenc! 
physics were within reach of this 
order of magnitude. 

o 1980 all the three other 
countries had improved their 
percentage in all the sciences, 
except for a slight drop in French

Sir, Few university teachers will 
have been surprised to find (The 
Times January 18) (hat they 
occupy one of the two top places 
in the pay league drawn up by

Sir, You do well to criticise (even 
ir suth measured terms) the 
recert activities of the Mono- 
polies Commission (leading art- 
ıcle, January 21).

In free society the ownership 
of shares in a company mani- 
festly confers the right to take 
decisions on the conduct of that 
company's business, including a 
decişion on whéther it should 
merge with another company. 
The interests of shareholders 
also require the maintenance of a 
free market, ‘and it is in this 
capacity as well as ir the capacity 
of consumers: thar they rtghtly 
support restrictions on the 
emergence of monopolies. 

.What shareholders cannot be 
expected to . support is the 
exercise, by a bo which they 
reasonably regard as concerned 
with the restriction of monopoly, 
of discretion to protect some- 
thing cailed the “public interest,” 
which may seem to be quite 
irrelevant to their own interests 
as shareholders, or indeed as 
consumers. 

As you correctly intimate, the 
interpretation and protection of 
the public interest is a matter for 
the elected representatives of the 
peopte and should not be deie- 
gated to a body appointed by the 
Secrctary of State. It is no 
reflection on the rnembers of the 
pols Commission to say 
that the decisions of such a body 
will inevitably reflect their own 
Poiisical prejudices -~ and, per- 

aps more significantly, those of 
the bureaucrats who write their 
briefs. 

The interests of the share- 
holders of some of the companies 
concerned in these recent de- 
cisions may well have beer 
upheld. There is, for instance, a 
strong case for saying that 
takeover bids rarely benefit the 
bidding company’s shareholders, 
who, ironically, are often unable 
in practice to influence their own 
directors io the matter; and it 
may indeed be partly for this 
reason that fashionable opinion 
has, as you say, become less 
sympathetic to mergers. 

Neither the protection of these 
shareholders, however, nor the 
fortunes of the others involved 
should be dependent on what the 
Monopolies Commission conceive 
to be the public interest.

Positive discrimination 


From Mir Oscar Werdmuller 
Sir, Professor Ronald Dworkin 
suggests (December 12) that one 
cannot morally justify the use of 
sitive discrimination on the 
asis of righting past wrongs 
suffered by a racial group, 
because the individuals who 
benefit from special preference 
are not necessarily those who 
have suffered most, and because 
the individuals adversely affected 
by such measures should not be 
asked to, assume the burden of 
society’s past injustice. Instead 
he argues positive discrimination 
is justified because of the future 
benefit to the community as a 
whole. :

ic University. It was 
Cn he came into 
contact with students of 
similar political views as his 
own, such as Bernardo 
Leighton who was to become 
his vice-president, and Rado- 
miro Tomic who was to 
bécome the presidential can- 
didate of the Christian Demo- 
crats in 1970. 
After graduation, Frei 
became the manager of El 
Tarapacûa, a newspaper in 
Iquique which was owned by 
nitrate interests, and started 
campaigning for the Falange, 
the new’ party he and his 
friends had formed. They 
stood against extreme capital- 
ism, the irhumanity anı 
atheism of Marxism and the 
weakness af liberalism 
they wanted a Christian, 
democratic revolution that 
E „ bring the classes 
together. 
From 1940 to 1945 Freî was 
a professor of law at the 
Catholic University and was 
elected president of the 
Falange in 1941, 1943 and 
1945. He was elected senator 
for Atacama and Coquimbo 
in 1949 and senator for 
Santiago in 1957. It was that 
year that the amalga- 


.[ mated with a similar party, 


the Social Christian party, 
and changed its name to the 
Christian Democrats. (The 
name Falarge was an unfor- 
tunrate choice, they were to 
realize, as ft suggested too 


. name in Spam). 

In 1958 Frei stood as the 
presidential candidate and 
came third behind the con- 
servativre Jorge Alessandri 
and Salvador Allende, who 
represented the Socialists 
and Communists. : 

During Alessandri’s presi- 
dency, Frei continued cam- 
paigning. He began to be 
favoured by outside ob- 
servers, those who believed 
that _ the Latin American 
republics could be governed 
by dermnocratic, 
reformers, by men of con- 
‘science who could get rid of 
social injustices while avoid- 
ing a Castro-type revoluüon. 

The 1964 election caused 
enormous interest abroad as 
it raised the possibility that 
Allende might become the 
first freely-elected Marxist 
leader im the world. With his 
slogan “Revolution in Lib- 
erty”, Frei however won a 
huge 56 per cent of the vote. 
For the first three years 
enthusiasm for the Christian 
Democrats was tremendous. 
Their apporters, talked con- 
fiderndly o ing in power 
for at least ears. One 
declared that their goal was 
to turn Chile into a modern, 
sgcially progressive state Hike 
Denmark or ‘Sweden. ٣ 

It looked at first, because
